London, Oct. 19— -The Mull's Capetown 
correspondonl says: "It is rumored here 
that news has renched Drear Junction 
that tho Boers attacked Ma f eking in 
force but were repulsed. The defenders 
seeing the enemy retreating pursued 
them for .some time. Then a feint was 
nuide and they commenced to retire on 
tin' town, allowing themselves to he 
driven in by the Boers, who eager to re- 
lievo their position again advanced nud 
were drawn over lyddite mines laid for 
the defence of the town. It is reported 
that 1,500 were killed by the explosion. 

Orange River. Oct 18, afternoon.— 
U 'clayed)— The Boers suffered a reverse 
on Sunday tit Spruitfontein, ten miles 
south of Kimberley, An armored train 
went out to bring in a train reported to 
have been captured by Boers near the 
Sruitfontein siding. A party of Boers 
who were encamped uearby lowered the 
railway signals and displayed a white 
Hag, apparently with the idea of inducing 
tlie driver to proceed. The driver sus- 
pected that the Boers were in posses- 
sion and stopix'd the train, whereupon 
tiie Boers issued in large force a-Jil open- 
ed tire but without effect. The soldiers 
replied from tho train and about half 
a dozen Boers were killed. The British 
wore unscathed. 

Seven hundred Boers surprised a jgirty 
of thirteen Cape Colony police who were 
guarding the railway at Kivorton road. 
IS miles north of Kimberley, on Sunday 
morning;. The police retired. A terrific 
explosion was heard later and it is be- 
lieved that the Boers blew up the sta- 
lion. A relief party of 2." police sent 
from Kimberley lint these Boers near 
Riverton. The enemy displayed a white 
Hag to induce the troops to fall into 
their trap, but the police were ordered 
to retire. Then the Boers opened a 
heavy lire upon them, discharging about 
four hundred rounds. A bullet struck 
thi' horse of Surgeon-Major Sullivan, 
who with a trooper whose horse hail 
stumbled ami dismounted him was cap- 
tured.

Durban, Nntal, Oct. IS. (Delayed)— 
the following offleinl note lias been is- 
sued regarding the Boer advance: "An 
Orange h'ree Stat t > force witli a few 
guns moved about ten miles down Tinti- 
vas pass, opening with artillery on a 
small British cavalry patrol.

London. Oct. 19.— Tbe Pieternuirit/.- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Mail in 
n despatch dated Thursday says: 

"The brunt of the lighting lit Roster's 
station was sustained bv the volunteer 
patrols, Kighling was brisk. The Beers 
numbered 2,000. The volunteers tit one 
moment were in great peril, being nearly 
cut off. but the otllccrs handled their men 
splendidly und the Maxims efliectively 
stopped the Boer rushes. The Boers' 
shooting was wretched. The volunteers 
lost their kit and altogether the experi- 
ence was a pretty trying one. 

"Our men were in the saddle three days 
and two nights with hardly a rest. Bn- 
suto natives were lighting with tin 
Boers. It is reported Unit sixteen Boers 
were killed. 

Lieut. Callaway, who is reported miss- 
ing, is tho eldest son of Sir II. H. Cal- 
laway, chief justice of Natal. lie is 
supposed to be in hiding' and searching 
parties have been sent out to try and 
find him. 

"The cavalry are still bivouacking out. 
■and slight skirmishes are frequent. I 
learn officially that Commandant-General 
Joubert has moved his head-quarters to 
I lannbiuiser." 



VRYBURCS SUKKEXDEES, 
Cape Police Withdraw and Boer Itesi- 
dents Invite Their Kinsmen to 
Enter. 

London, Oct. 10,-The Capetown cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail telegraph- 
ing at 10:30 Thursday night says: "Vry- 
burg surrendered on Sunday. To-night's 
despatches from Kurtman, 00 miles west 
by south of Vrybnrg, slate that the po- 
lice, having withdrawn from Vrybnrg 
the town surrendered to the Boers the 
inhabitants fleeing in all directions, 
mostly toward Kurtman.

The secretary of state for India, Lord 
George Hamilton, replying to a question 
regarding the expenditure for Indian 
troops in South Africa, said tho entire 
charge would be defrayed out of the Im- 
perial exchequer. 

Mr. Balfour, replying to an interpella- 
tion as to whether the Imperial govern- 
ment was now reviewing the action of 
Cape Colony's premier, W. P. Schrei- 
ner, and other members of the Cape gov- 
ernment, and whether the governor of 
Capd Colony. Stir Alfred Milner, would 
be allowed to dismiss the Schreiner min- 
istry, dissolve the Cape legislature and 
temporarily assume full authority, said: 
"This question is apparently founded 
upon newspaper reports for which, so 
far as the Imperial government is aware, 
there is no foundation.'' 

Mr. Balfour announced that the pres- 
ent sitting of parliament would be re- 
garded as a complete session, to be ter- 
minated by prorogation and not adjourn- 
ed until February. 

THE IlUSdl FACTION. 

Sir Henry Seton-Carr, Cowservative, 
in accordance with notice given' yester- 
day asked the First Lord of the Treas- 
ury whether the attention of the gov-

Mr. Balfour replied: "I was not a wan? 
that the honorable member for East 
Clare framed himself upon such ait 
august model. (Laughter.) I may point 
out among the differences between him- 
self and the Emperor of Germany, that 
his Imperial Majesty is not a Britisher, 
nor a member of this house. I have 
reason to doubt the accuracy of the 
statement contained in the question. So 
far as my memory serves some support 
of a similar character has invariably 
been offered by the same quarters t»> 
those engaged in hostilities with her 
-Majesty's government quite irrespective 
■of race or creed. 1 have no ground for 
thinking that, such support was ever re- 
garded as important by those to whom 
it was proffered and 1 advise the house 
to take the same view now." (Peals of 
laughter.) 

THE COLONIAL SECRETARY. 

Mr. Chamberlain, who was loudly 
cheered upon rising, began with a severe 
criticism of the action of the opposition 
tit the previous meeting of parliament.

Whenever tliere had been a doubt as to 
President Ringer's motives, the govern- 
ment bad always given him the benefit 
of the doubt. 

Tunning to the principle involved in 
tin- war. the Colonial Secretary went on 
to say: "If we maintain our existence 
as a great power iii South Africa we are 
hound to show that we arc willing and 
n bit- 
To Protect British Subjects 
wherever they suffer injustice and op- 
pression. Great Britnin must remain the 
paramount power in South Africa. I do 
not mean paramount in the German and 
Portuguese possessions, but in the two 
republics and British colonics. Everyone 
on both sides of the house is determined 
to maintain these great principles. The 
peace of South Africa depends upon 
Great Britain accepting responsibility in 
the Transvaal. The Boer oligarchy lias 
placed British subjects in a position as 
if they had submitted lo inferiority." 

Mr. Chamberlain then proceeded to dis- 
cuss the question of racial animosity, 
denying thut this feeling, which he said 
was based in South Africa on contempt, 
would be increased by hostilities. II.- de- 
clared that racial animosity had not 
been created by anything the present 
government had done, hut that it exist- 
ed before Her Majesty's advisers had 
assumed responsibility. 

Sir Henry ( 'ampbell- Rn nnerma n inter- 
posed with the remark: "What I wish 
to point out is that tin- feeling of ani- 
mosity will he increased a hundred fold 
when th<- Dutch and English are slaught- 
ering each other."

The news that the British government 
has put mi a tug boat service, from Beira 
to Lorenzo Marquess is very satisfac- 
tory, becoauso this will afford an alter- 
nate route by which news can be got 
out or the country. We mentioned in 
this column a day or two ago that Beira 
had telegraphic communication with 
Salisbury, firom which poinl a telegraph 
line extends south to the Cape passing 
through Buluwayo, Matching and Kim- 
hc rley. 

If hostilities, continue for any length 

of time, it will be impossible to keep the 
Zulus, the Basntos and the Swnzh* in 
cheek, and if they lake the held, the war 
will become it massacre, so far as the 
Boers are concerned.

ISLA.NI) DEVELOPMENT. 

Tile Vancouver World comments at 
length upon some observations made by 
the Victoria Times in regard to the de- 
sirability of this city making an effort 
to control the trade of the lower Fraser. 
It. thinks there is nor much use in such 
an attempt, because it considers the geo- 
graphical position of Vancouver in re- 
spect to the valley so much more advan- 
tageous than that of ttllte city, that coin- 
petition on our part would be useless. 
Our contemporary is not wholly right 
in this, although we freely concede that 
any Victoria proposition which aims at 
opening the lower Eraser by a railway 
and yet leaves Vancouver out of the cal- 
culation is not very well conceived. The 
lower Fraser valley is a very line dis- 
trict and is capable of great growth. Its 
progress has been backward, hut not 
much more so than the White River val- 
ley, lying between Seattle and Tacoina, 
which is traversed by the Northern Paci- 
fic for its entire length. The truth of the 
matter is that the earlier settlers on the 
("oast were not as a rule good fanners. 
They had abundant energy and industry, 
but most of them wanted to go ahead 
more rapidly than farming can be profit- 
ably pushed. The result in many cases 
was financial embarrassment. The 
third proprietor of the great summer ho- 
tel at Cacouna, Quebec, said he was sure 
to succeed, for it was the rule in summer 
hotels that the firsl two proprietors went 
broke and the third man reaped the re- 
ward of their labors ami losses. Some- 
thing like this holds true of farming. The 
pioneers have a bard time of it. but the 
second generation and those who come 
into the district after conditions get es- 
tablished are prosperous enough. So it 
will he in I he Fraser valley. Ii will yet 
be iino magnificent extent of cultivated 
land, furnishing trade for which Vancou- 
ver and Victoria will compete in friendly 
rivalry. So while we admit thai the 
Terminal City cannot be ignored with 
.safety in any project involving govern- 
ment or municipal aid to ■, railway up 
the Fraser valley or in the trade which 
such a railway will build up. we do not 
admit, we are very far indeed from ad- 
mitting, thai Victoria will not derive 
great profit therefrom. Bin Victoria has 
other directions in which fn increase her 
t rade. 

Victoria need not go outside of Vancou- 
ver Island for a field in which io work, 
a' hough ivo are not only not opposed, 
but arc heartily in favor of, connections 
from the Island to the North, to the 
East and to the South. These connec- 
tions are, however, secondary to the 
great ipiestion of Island development. It 
is to this that we must bend our chief 
energies, and such financial assistance as 
the taxpayers feel able to give ought to 
be in aid of projects which will promote 
this development. The Colonist wishes 
at this early stage in what it hopes will 
be u triumphant campaign for Island 
development, to pay a pawing tribute to 
lion. .f. S. Helmckeu. Rati to the north 
end of the Island has been to Dr. Helmc- 
keu what "Carthago delendn est" was 
to Cato. In season and out of season the 
Doctor litis kept this project to the front. 
It is right that the people of Victoria 
shoui'd remember t his. 

The -spirit in which the Colonist's ad- 
vocacy of litis great project has been re- 
ceived is highly gratifying. Yesterday a 
Idler from a prominent citizen was re- 
ceived in which be gives (he idea his 
strongest approval. In the closing para- 
graph of his letter he says, "I don't 
think our people in Victoria realize what 
we have on the Island. By properly and 
intelligently opening the Island up, I be- 
lieve Victoria,' "ill advance as fast, hi* 
any eiiy on the Coast." This is a sam- 



pe of the words of approval that arc 
heard on all sides, and which make us 
believe that something has at last been 
proposed upon which all classes and par- 
ties will unite. 

We are glad to know that the idea is 
likely to receive cordial endorsiition on 
the Mainland. The Vancouver World is 
the first to speak. It says: 

We have always maintained that it is 
capable of practically illimitable possi- 
bilities, and that not withstanding all that 
nature has done for it, man, so far. has 
done ver.v little. The opportunities for 
well-directed energy and enterprise there 
are very sreat, and the settling up of the 
agricultural land, as well as the utilizing 
of the latent wealth of that section of 
the province, could not fail in being of 
immense advantage to the city of Vic- 
toria. We are pleased to observe that 
there is a movement on foot to extend 
the EstnilnuUlt & Nanalmn railway to the 
upper end of the island. 

The World very properly holds that 
Island development will be of advantage 
to Vancouver: but this only strengthens 
our ease. Undoubtedly the prosperity of 
any one part of the province contributes 
either directly or indirectly to the pros- 
perity of every pan of it. lint no place 
will benefit by such development as will 
Victoria. It will make this city grow 
.is nothing else "ill. It will Increase 
our commercial importance 'and give us 
i commanding position in respect to the 
great and rapidly growing commerce of 
the Coition North.

RETURNING THIS WAY. 

Tonnage, so Scarce at the Present, 
Likely to ]5e Soon More Plentiful. 

The list of inbound ships is growing 
and everything seems to indicate that 
another busy lumber season is near at 
hand. Tonnage, so scarce a few months 
ago, is now returning to the Pacific. 
Coast ami the advent of this means 
greater activity in the lumber yards and 
logging camps all along the coast. Be- 
cause of the scarcity of ships and the 
consequently outlandish freight rates the 
lumber export trade of British Columbia 
has this year been seriously affected, 
some of the larger mills being at times 
without a single vessel. Sonic of the 
most recently booked tonnage for this 
port is that of the well known harkentine 
Wrestler, which sailed from Guayaquil 
en route to Victoria on October 14, and 
the British bark Kate K. Troop, which 
according to shipping papers left Guaya- 
quil for tiie Itoyal Roads on September 
1. The Wrestler is to load nitrate for 
this port at Iquiqui.

CANNIBALS IN AFRICA. 

A Recent Explorer Tells of His Ex- 
periences Beyond Civilization. 

"At last we reached the river Iturl, 
and following along the banks until it 
was navigable, we came to tht? great 
Bangwa district of the Aruwimi," writes 
Albert B. Ldoyd, in Ainslee's for Novem- 
ber. "Here were fresh sights and more 
(excitement- Having procured canons, 
1 sent my porters back, retaining only 
my three faithful boys. Our boatmen 
were the notorious cannibals of the Ar- 
uwimi; very different from the Pygmies 
these were line stalwart men, many of 
them considerably over six feet, carry- 
ing themselves with the most aristocratic 
bearing imaginable. As canoe men, they 
could hardly be excelled; each boat con- 
tained from ten to fifteen men, who, 
with their long, tapering paddles, made. 
the heavy dug-out. literally dance through 
the water. It was a most delightful 
sensation, after the toilsome pain of 
walking through the thicket, to be com- 
fortably reclining while whizzed along 
at about miles an hijir, for the current 
being strong in our favor, we often 
made quite that speed. One sat all day 
and gazed along the banks id' this mar- 
velous river. Sometimes elephants sport- 
ing themselves in the shallow water near

GRAND FORKS. 

Grand Forks, Oct. 17.— Henry White, 
the locator of the Knob Hill and Old 
Ironsides, as a result of a recent visit: to 
Franklin camp, the new camp on tlie 
east fork of the north fork of Kettle 
fiver, has honded tin; Rainier claim from 
Frank McFurlano for $50,000, P'JJ'iiio 
ten per cent. down. This deal is sig- 
nificant, as indicating the great rich- 
ness of the region exclusively tributary 
to Grand Forks. It was negotiated 
after Mr. White had made a thorough 
examination of the property. The quartz 
ledge on tlie Banner varies in width from 
twenty to thirty feet, and contains 
shipping ore on the surface. Average 
assays gave returns of !f-10 in gold, coin 
per and silver in the order named. The 
lead can "no traced nearly the whole 
length of the claim. The bottom of a 
fifteen foot shaft is in ore. A tunnel 
will be driven this winter to tap the vein 
at a depth of 100 feet. A railway to 
the camp is one of the certainties of the 
future. The camp is less than thirty 
milrs from lhe proposed spur to the 
Pathfinder mine. 

Geo. II. Ham, chief of the literary de- 
partment id' the C. P. R., has been" vis- 
iting Grand Porks and other Boundary 
points to obtain material for forthcoming 
pamphlets, and folders. 

The Oram! Porks Board or Trade lias 
been reorganized. Steps are being taken 
lo form a mineral exhibit. The board 
has secured permanenl quarters. 

There is a great scarcity of skilled and 
tin-killed labor here. The Granby smel- 
ter is advertising for twenty-live car- 
punters and seventy-live laborers. The 
work on the dam, Hume and smelter 
buildings has been delayed owing to 
of men. Ordinary day laborers are be- 
ing paid .•<:{ per day. New arrivals are 
curtain to obtain employment. Building 
construction in town is also delayed for 
want of carpenters. 

R. A. Brown (Volcanic) left to-day for 
the Similkameen to start work on the 
Sunset mineral claim, which was re- 
cently incorporated. The property is 
situated near Princeton, and is consid- 
ered a high grade copper proposition. 
Two shifts will be employed witli Isaac 
Lougheed us foreman. A forty-three foot 
shaft will be continued to the 150-foot 
level. A steam hoisting plant will lie 
secured immediately. Dr. Decks, of 
Montreal, who examined tlie property, 
declared that it possesses the largest 
surface indications he had ever seen. A 
sufficient number of treasury shares have 
been sold to enable development work 
to bo prosecuted for six months, as well 
as to make a large cash payment to Dr. 
Averill, one of the former owners. It. A. 
Brown is the president, Smith Curtis 
secretary, ami Alex. Miller, local man- 
ager of the Merchants' Rank of Halifax, 
treasurer. 

Fred Wollaston, C.E., and Hugh Can- 
non have returned from a trip up the 
north fork of the Kettle river. They 
reached a point sixty-five miles from 
Grand Forks. Mr. Wollaston, on behalf 
of the North Fork Improvement Co., 
examined the river tlie entire distance 
to determine the cost of removing the 
various obstructions in order to facili- 
tate thi' descent of sawlogs from the 
upper reaches. He discovered log jams 
at various places. He estimates the 
cost of the proposed improvement at 
$50,000. 

The oat crop of the Kettle River val- 
ley this season amounted to 30,000 
bushels. Coryell Bros, headed the list of 
producers with S.HOO bushels. Willi oats 
at (JS cents a bushel the ranches will 
realize a handsome profit.

■to my brethren, clerical and lay, of the 
Anglican communion in Canada. 

Our brethren of tlie Presbyterian and 
Methodist communions have officially 
organized "Twentieth Century" funds, ol 
one million dollars each, to be applied to 
local and genera] objects in connection 
with their work. 

Already a Presbyterian minister has 
subscribed $5,000. and a Methodist fam- 
ily have given $50,000, while hosts of 
others an- preparing to follow, according 
to their means, these splendid examples 
of Christian liberality and denomina- 
tional enthusiasm. 

In numbers and wealth the Anglicans 
are below the Presbyterians or the 
Methodists ami cannot he expected to 
aim at any million dollar fund; but the 
practical question is: Will the Church 
of England in Canada do anything at 
all'.' So far 1 hhvo aeard nothing of 
any general Anglican Twentieth Century 
fund. 

'There is one serious difficulty in the 
matter of our organization in this coun- 
try. Nearly all our funds an; under 
the control id' diocesan synods. Many 
years hence our present transition state 
may have made such progress as to per- 
mit of general funds being controlled by 
the general synod for the whole Domin- 
ion, hut meantime we have not the cen- 
tralized financial organization of either 
tlie general assembly or the general con- 
ference. 

There are probably other considera- 
tions which may deter the church from 
making an official anil corporate appeal 
to her members just now, but in' the ab- 
sence of such action individual con- 
gregations may well mark tlie lira! year 
of the itwculieth century— 1001— by a 
strong, united effort lo improve the tem- 
poralities id' lhe church in their OWU 
localities. 

Here are some worthy channels for 
their devout offerings: 

1. Building oi- improving tl hurch, 

lhe parsonage or tlie sehoolliouso: 2. 
The reduction, or, better si ill, the extinc- 
tion of parochial debts. ■'!. Providing dig- 
nified anil adequate appointments for 
public worship and general parish work. 
Where these things are already provided 
for an extra effort for missions, colleges 
or church charities might well he made. 

This twentieth century effort is not 
merely for the clergy, but for the laity. 
The time seems opportune; Cod is giving 
us just, now years of material prosperity, 
the lean years will be with ns by and 
bye; let us prepare the church for the lat- 
ter before they come, and so help to 
spread and strengthen the kingdom of 
Christ on earth. 

The Church or England in Camilla has 
her peculiar trials and difficulties and 
faults, too, hut she has much latent piety 
and devotion which only need to be 
drawn out. Let her sons and (laughters 
he optimists anil not pessimists! Let 
them pray God for His holy spirit for 
wisdom to know their duty and for grace 
to do il, and may they remember St. 
Pauls cheery words: ''Let us not he 
weary .in well doing; for in due season 
we shall reap if W( . faint not."
